WILLIAM CARY DODSON 
TO REST IW OAKLAN 


Funeral Services of Well- 
Known Atlantan Will Be 
Held Today. 


The body of William Cary Dodson, 
a Georgian by birth, a resident of 
Atlanta since 1870, a Confederate 
veteran, having ridden with Wheel- 
er during four years of the civil 
war, and widely known as a suc- 
cessful business man, will be laid 
to rest in the family lot in Oak- 


land cemetery this afternoon, the 
burial being preceded by funeral 
services at 2:30 o’clock from the 
South Pryor Presbyterian church, 
Rev. Dr. J. Edwin Hemphill, pastor, 
officiating. 

Though Mr. Dodson’s health had 
not been at all good for some time 
past, the announcement Wednesday 
morning of his death was a surprise 
to his wide circle of friends and 
acquaintances. 

Few men in Atlanta were more 
widely known and more generally 
esteemed than Mr. Dodson, whose 
upright character and life-work had 
endeared him to all with whom he 
came into contact. Born in Troup 
county 73 years ago Mr. Dodson

Dodson re-enlisted with a compa- 
ny of partisan rangers in the Fifty- 
first Alabama regiment commanded 
by Colonel John T. Morgan, after the 
war a highly distinguished resident 
of that state. From that. time on 
Mr. Dodson strved as a private un- 
der General Joe Wheeler until the 
end of the conflict. 

He took part in the Kentucky 
and Tennessee campaigns and was 
with Johnston on his retreat from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta. Septem- 
ber 9, 1863. he was captured at Mc- 
Lemore’s cove and sent to Camp 
Chase and later to. Rockford, Ills., 
where he remained eighteen months. 
On being exchanged he rejoined his 
command and remained under arms 
until the end came. 

After the close of the war he 
came to, Atlanta to ply his. trade, 
and a little later associated with 
Harry Scott. opened a-job printing 
office. which proved successful. In 
1885 Mr. Dodson founded the Dodson 
Printers’ Supply company. Within 
the past few years Mr. Dodson edit- 
ed and published the “Campaign of 
Wheeler and his Cavalry,” and the 
publication has found its way into 
many libraries throughout the coun- 
try because of its actual portrayal 
of the dashing men of whom Mr. 
Dodson wrote. At the time of his 
death Mr. Dodson was historian of 
Wheeler’s Confederate Cavalry asso- 
ciation and a member of Atlanta 
camp, U.C. V. He was also a char- 
ter member of the Gate City Lodge 
of Masons. 

Mr. Dodson is survived bv two 
sons, Duff C. Dodson and W.§ H. 
Dodson: a sister, Mrs. Rell, wife of 
James Bell, of the Fulton county 
tax assessor’s office: one niece. Mrs. 
Willie Adams, of Atlanta. and one 
nephew, Dr. Howard Hall, of Sac- 
ramento, Cal. His old comrades of 
the Wheeler Cavalry association will 
act as honorary escort at the funeral 
and burial, while the pallhearers 
will he chosen from his old Atlanta 
friends,

HIGHER ADV. RATES 
URGED FOR PAPERS 


Scarcity -of - Newsprint 
Causes Proposal to In- 
crease Advertising and 
Subscription Rates and 
Limit Size of Newspa- 
pers. 


New York,. November 12.—Mate- 
rial increases in advertising and 
subscription rates, limitation of the 
size of newspapers and provisions 
in advertising contracts whereby 


rates can be adjusted monthly or 
quarterly were among the recom- 
mendations made toa@ay poy a special! 
convention of the Ameriacn Newspa- 
per Publishers’ association called to 
consider the newsprint shortage. 

The report of the resolutions com- 
mittee, adopted unanimously, fol- 
lows: 

Resolutions Adopted, 

“Paper manufacturers have told 
us that there is a world wide short- 
age of paper. At the present rate 
of consumption the newspapers are 
using about 10 per cent more paper 
than is being produced. This means 
an annual shortage on the present 
basis of approximetely 200,000 tons. 
Your committee therefore recom- 
mends: 

“That the regulations of the war 
industries board ror the conserva- 
tion of newsprint be strictly ad- 
hered to, and that the full text of 
all these regulations be sent to all 
the daily and Sunday newspapers 
of the United States. whether or 
not they are members of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ asgocila- 
tion. 

“That publishers everywhere be 
urged to materially increase adver- 
tising and subscription rates and 
at the same t ime limit the size of 
their issues. 

Adjustable Rates, 


“That no newspaper enter into a 
yearly contract for advertising at 
a fixed rate, but make rates ad- 
justable monthly or quarterly. 

“That the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association send out a 
standard form of adjustable contract 
for advertising. 

“That the paper committee 
strongly discourage the hoarding of 
print paper. 

“That the white paper committee 
and the legislative committee of the 
A. N. P. A. urge the enactment of 
such legislation as will permit the 
gdevelopment of water power So that 
our timber lands may be made fully 
available for the manufacture of 
wood pulp, lumber and paper, and 
we also recommend. that congress 
be urged to take steps that will 
induce the Canadian government to 
repeal the order in council prohib- 
iting the export of wood cut from 
crown lands. 


Conciliation Committee, 


“We recodOmmend that the presi- 
dent appoint a committee on concil- 
iation for the purpose of adjusting 
differences between publishers in 
competitive territories; that the 
members of this committee be se- 
lected with the view to governing 
the entire country. That this com- 
mittee formulate such plans and 
recommendations as will assist in 
adjusting existing differences so far 
as possible; that each member of 
this committee be given allotment 
over certain territory and be au- 
thorized to appoint sub-committees 
to deal with conditions in cities or 
competitive territories within that 
area. 

“It is further recommended that 
this committee keep the print paper 
committee of. the A. N. P. A. in- 
formed as to its problems and ac- 
complishments, that the entire mem- 
bership of the A. N. P. A. co-operate 
with this committee to the end that 
it may result in the greatest bene- 
fit to all most vitally concerned.” 

In line with the recommendation 
Glass, presidént of 
the association, that publishers cor 
operate with newsprint manufac- 
turers, a committee of the publish- 
ers conferred with a committee of 
the American Pulp and Paper asso- 
ciation which began a four-day con- 
vention .at the same hotel. The re- 
Sults of the conference were largely 
embodied in the resolutions which 
were adopted. R. S. Kellogg, sec- 
retary of the Newsprint Service bu- 
reau, told the convention that the 
mills were unable to increase pro- 
duction, as they were running at 
100 per cent capacity.

Dr. David Livingston, who served 
in the war as a captain, was one 
of the four marked by the lL W. W. 
for death, according to Lamb’s al- 
leged confession,. Livingston is the 
coroner here. He announced the in- 
quest will be hela tomorrow over 
the bodies of the four former serv- 
ice men. 

Body in River. 

The body of “Brick” Smith, 
ported to have been an I. W. £ 
secretary, was found in the Cheha- 
lis river.

| socicty has been either conceived or 
carried out. Force is the only 
|means of dealing with bolshevists. 
| It is the only argument that appeals 
to them.” 

Sees Revolution Attempt. 


The shooting of four ex-service men 
in the Armistice day parade in Cen- 
tralia, Wash., was described today 
in the house by ‘Representative 
Johnson, republican, Washington, 
chairman of the immigration com- 
mittee, as “an attempt at revolution 
with bullets and rifles, which the 
country has long feared.”’ 

Mr. Johnson er: a telegram to 
Mayor Rogers, of Centralia, saying 
the country “must be purged of se- 
-ditionists and revolutionists to the 
last one, and if this:means war the 
quicker it is declared the better.” 

“We of the Pacific northwest have 
long seen it coming,” he said. “We 
have been patient, have avoided 
bloodshed under every provocation, 
only to see these young men mur- 
dered. Their deaths will arouse the 
loyal people of the United States as 
nothing else has done. 

“History will record these heroes 
as among the first to fall in an at- 
tempt at armed revolution against 
the United States and for which 
every man who has been preaching 
syndicalism, communism and class 
hatred is responsible.” . 


“WAR TO 
THE DEATH.” 


Seattle, Wash., November 12.— 
“War to the death” is now on 
against the Industrial Workers of 
the World,’ Robert C. Saunders, 
United States district attorney, de- 
clared here today. No further evi- 
dence than the Centralia murders is 
needed, he asserted, to prosecue all 
I. W. W.’'s ti the extent of the law, 

Seattle police today raided I. W. 
W. headquarters here, arrested three 
men and seized what they described 
as a “ton of literature,” 

COUNTER MOVE 
SEEN IN ATTACK. 

Officials here expressed belief that 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
attack on the armistice parade at 
Centralia yesterday was a counter 
move by the radicals in a fight be- 
ing made against them by Centralia 
business men. 

According to a story published in 
a Seattle labor organ October 24, 
Centralia business men meeting un- 
der the auspices of the Centralia 
Citizens’ Protective league, recently 
opened a campaign to drive every 
radical from the city.

COMMUNIST HALL 
WRECKED. 


Oakland, Cal, November 12.—A 
crowd of citizens entered the head- 
qudrters of the communist labor 
party in Loring hall early today 
and wrecked the interior of the 
place. Large quantities of radical 
literature, red flags and furniture 
were burned in the streets by the 
mob. 

The mob was said to have con- 
sisted of 400 former service men and 
members of the American legion. 

The offices of The World, a so- 
clalist organ, situated in the build- 
ing, also was wrecked. 

The communist labor party is said 
to be a new radical organization 
here. The wrecking of the commit- 
tee’s headouarters was carried out 
in methodical fashion and with such 
swiftness that by the time the police 
arrived on the scene the crowd had 
dispersed and none could be identi- 
fied as having been connected with 
the raid. 


Youngstown, Ohio, November 12.— 
Six more alleged anarchists, one a 
woman, were taken into custody 
here early today by federal agents. 
Forty-one alleged radicals have 
been arrested during the campaign 
here, and only three have been re- 
leased. 


POLICE RAID 


IN PORTLAND. 

Portland, Ore, _Neovember 12.— 
Federal officials today began an 
investigation of the antecedents and 
activities of 53 men taken into 
custody by the police in a raid on 
headquarters of the “council of 
workmen, soldiers and sailors,” last 
night. Reports that speakers, at a 
meeting of the -council,-had de- 
nounced the American legion and 
had charged members of the ore 
ganization with ressponsibility for 
the riots at Centralia, Wash., yes- 
terday, in which four men were 
killed, caused Mayor Baker to or- 
der the raid. 

As soon as reports of the Cen- 
tralia trouble reached here, Chief 
of Police Jennings summoned all 
available patrolmen to headquarters 
to be held in reserve. Agents of the 
police sent to the meeting of the 
council reported the speeches were 
of anincendiary character,and the 
raid followed, all’ those taken into 
custody charged with vagrancy. 

One of the prisoners, agg 
Laundy, is a candidate for the 
presidency of the central labor coun- 
cil. Two other prisoners also have 
been prominent in radical agita- 
tion. ; 


ARRESTS 
IN CHICAGO. 

Chicago, November’ 12.—Samuel 
F. Hankin, 18 years old, Russian 
student, was arrested after. detec- 
tives who attended a communist la- 
bor party meeting, said they heard 
him make an anti-government 
speech. 

A dispatch bag, filled with inflam- 
matory literature, also was seized. 
Hankin will be turned over to the 
government agents. 

Of the more than two hundred 
persons questioned by federal de- 
partment of justice agents in their 
search for red leaders, only thirteen 
men definitely have been identified 
as suspects for deportation, accord- 
ing to Edward J. Brennan, chief of 
the Chicago bureau of investigation 
of the department. 

Three of the men 
raigned for deportation 
this week.

AN NEW ORLEANS 


Dr. Leopold Cordova, For- 
mer Consul for Hondu- 
ras, Slain by Bandits and 
Wife Dangerously 
Wounded While Auto 
Riding. ° 


New Orleans, November 12.—Dr. 
Leopold Cordova, former consul here 
for Honduras, was shot and killed 
and his \. dangerously wounded 
by a bandit late last night. The 
bandit left both for dead in a ditch 
on the outskirts of the city. 

Dr. Cordova and his wife were na- 
tives of Honduras. He was consu] 
here for about five years, retiring 
last night, when administration 
changes in Honduras resulted in 
the sending of another representa- 
tive of that country here. Dr. Cor- 
dova also. was consul at Mobile at 
one time, 

See Political Plot. 

Dr. Cordova had “hundreds of bit- 
ter enemies, and his murder may 
have been the outcome of a politi- 
cal plot,” according to Vincent 
Williams, secretary to the present

Cordova, 
Williams and Cordova told the po- 
lice that while they didn’t actually 
charge that politics was behind the 
murder of ‘the former consul and 
the dangerous wounding of his 


wife, they believed it might have 
been possible. 

In the meantime those familiar 
with Central American affairs he 
were inclined to believe the sched- 
uled departure today of Mrs, Cor- 
dova for San Salvador may have 
had something to do with the trag- 
edy of last night. 

Mrs. Cordova had booked passage 
on the United Fruit company steam- 
ship Metapan, due to sail today for 
Bocas del Toro and other Central 
/-;xemcan ports. For some time ru- 
mors have been current that Mrs. 
Cordova was to act as Dr. Cordova’s 
informant in Central America, and 
that he was to assist in an at- 
tempted reorganization of the oid 
Bertrand power in Honduras. 


Told Two Storles, 


The police late today announced 
Mrs. ge Me told two widely con- 
flicting sfories regarding the mur- 
der of her husband and her own 
wounding last night. One story, 
dictated to the police stenographer 
through an interpreter, told of a 
strange man assisting in repairing 
her husband’s automobile, driving 
the party to the Gentilly road and 
there firing the shots which killed 
the former consul and wounded her. 

Another story told to a police 
interpreter earlier in the day, it 
was stated, was to the effect that 
Mrs. Cordova and her husband were 
out riding and the automobile 
stopped on the Gentilly road. 
While her husband was making ef- 
forts to ascertain the cause of the 
breakdown, according to Mrs. Cor- 
dova’~ reported statement, two 
strangers came along and attacked 
him. When he fought back, one of 
them shot him and then fired into 
the car, 

Spoke in Spanish, 


Significance is seen in the fact 
that, according to Mrs. Cordova’s 
two statements as reported by the 
police, the attackers spoke Spanish. 
She quoted them directly and she 
speaks only Spanish. 

Hector Cordova, in a statement 
regarding the murder late today, 
said: 

“While the enmity between the 
faction that my cousin represented 
—the Bertrand followers—was 
great, I would not charge that it 
was through their efforts that Dr. 
Cordova was killed. 

“Tt is not improbable that politi- 
cal complications were the cause, 
however.” 

No arrests had been made up to 
late today. 

Dr. Cordova was a native of Yus- 
caran City, Honduras, and was 32 
years old. Mrs. Cordova was born in 
San Salvador City, where she mar- 
ried Dr. Cordova shortly after he 
graduated from a college of phar- 
macy. Early in 1912 he was sent 
to Mobile as consul for Honduras 
and last March when Dr. Soriano 
left New Orleans to enter the race 
for the presidency, Dr. Cordova was 
named as his successor. Alfredo 
Pinada succeeded him here Septem- 
ber 24.

The prince started the second day 
of his stay in Washington. with 
a visit to the national headquar- 
ters of the American Red Cross, 
where the national and district lead- 
ers of the organization were pre- 
sented to him. Afterward he in- 
spected the Lincoln memorial and 
visited the Walter Reed hospital. 
where he met a number of soldiers, 
who were wounded overseas. 

Two thousand American soldiers, 
wounded on the battlefields of 
France, were greeted today by the 
Prince of Wales as “my comrades- 
in-arms,” when he called at the 
Walter Reed hospital here. 

The visit to che hospital followed 
a call at national headquarters of 
the Red Cross. 

During his visit at the hospital. 
the prince inspected the wards 
where the most seriously wounded 
were lodged. He went from bedside 
to bedside and inquired as to the 
nature of each man’s injuries and 
how he had been wounded. 

The royal guest of the American 
nation came into personal touch 
with “government by the people” 
tonight at the most formal event 
of his stay here, a reception to 
which all members of congress and 
their families had been invited to 
meet him. Members of the cabinet 
and the diplomatic corps also at- 
tended. 

The halls of the library of con- 
Bress were the scene of the gather- 
ing and the prince received the 
American legislators in the midst of 
historic documents dealing with the 
separation of the American colonies 
from the empire over -which he is 
destined to reign. The setting served 
to add to the significance of the 
prince’s visit, desizned to make 
fully apparent the friendly relation- 
Ship today existing between the two 
Anglo-Saxon peoples. 

The prince went to the reception 
from the home of Secretary Lan- 
sing. 

The prince also was enrolled for- 
mally as a member of the American 
Red Cross during the day, paying a 
gzo00d American dollar for the honor 
during his visit to Red Cross head- 
quarters. The badge of membership 
was pinned among the war decora- 
tions on his breast by Mrs. Far- 
rand, wife of Dr. Livingston Far- 
rand, chairman of the Red Cross cen- 
tral committee, end he wore it 
proudly during the day. 

“May I in return present you with 
a dollar, which, I think, isthe prop- 
er thing?’ the prince said as he re- 
ceived the badge.

The only other formal event of 
the prince’s day was his inspection 
of the Lincoln memorial, nearing 
completion beside the Potomac; but 
he added to his program in the aft- 
ernoon, Which had been left for him 
to dispose of as he saw fit, a cal} 
at the home of Mrs. George Dewey, 
widow of Admiral Dewey, the hero 
of Manila bay. 

The prince plans to visit tomorrow 
with President Wilson, renewing the 
acquaintanceship begun during Mr. 
Wilson's trip to Europe as head of 
the American peace mission. Owing 
to the president’s illness, which con- 
fined him to his bed until yester- 
day, the prince’s call will be in- 
formal in character and made when 
he goes to the white house to take 
tea with-Mrs. Wilson. 

The only formal function ar- 
ranged for tomorrow, the final day 
of his Washington visit, is the con- 
ferring of decorations on eighty of- 
ficers and eilisted men of the Amer- 
ican army and navy and seven

Even Secretary Seward 
was much depressed over the recep- 
tion given Lincoln, but now that 
long time has passed, we know that 
the people were not disappointed, 
and that the whole world was thrill- 
ed. Take it all in all, it is doubtful 
whether there was another man liv- 
ing in the world at that time who 
could have written this speech at 
Gettysburg. It is a matter of sor- 
row to millions that the copy of the 
oration which Lincoln read was

held a few days later in Chi-

The two signs of genius are the 
serious note and love of solitude. 
It can be said of Abraham Lincoln 
that he was as solitary as a peak 
in Darien. A French diplomat has 
left an intellectual portrait of Lin- 
coln: “Now he laughed either at 
what was being said to him, or at 
what he said himself. But all of a 
sudden, he would retire within him- 
self; then he would close his eyes, 
and all his features would at once 
bespeak a kind of sadness, as inde- 
scribable as it was. deep. After 
awhile, as though it were by an 
effort of his will, he would shake 
off this mysterious weight under 
which he seemed bowed; his gener- 
ous and open. disposition would 
again reappear. In one evening, I 
happened to count over twenty 
these alternations and contrasts.” 
Originality is not saying a thing 
first, but is saying a thing best. 
Keats had a line about the “un- 
vexed river,” but it remained for 
that “the Father of 
Waters runs unvexed to the sea.” 
Theodore Parker had said something 
about “government of the people,” 
but it remained for Lincoln to say 
“this government under God shall 
have a new birth of freedom, and 
government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people shall not 
perish from the earth.” The su- 
preme excellence of Lincoln's 
achievement ‘has this’ testimony, 
that the English university placed 
the speech, written upon bronze, at 
the entrance of its great library. 
For many reasons the American 
people should not forget that today 
is the fiftv-sixth anniversary of 
Lincoln’s speech at Gettysburg.

Edessa’s fifteenth king, 
Abgar, who was contemporaneous 
with Christ, is said to have con- 
ducted a correspondence with Jesus, 
and the letters are accepted as 
genuine by some of the eastern 
churches. This is the only tradi- 
tion of any letter or other docu- 
ment penned by Jesus. The king 
wrote entreating the Master to 
come to Edessa to cure him of his 
leprosy; Jesus replied that while He 
could not go Himself, He would 
send His disciples and. grant the 
healing. - St. Thaddeus is said to 
have cured the king and converted 
the people.

German triumph. Eckhardt is now 
under arrest and likely to be 
hanged. 

Hell Hounds Let Loose. 

Investigators returning to Urfa 
find evidences of horrible work. 
Of the more than four thousand 
Armenian houses of the city only 
about fifty remain. Of the city 
only twenty-five’ hundred have 
come back. 

Eye-witnesses of atrocities tell 
of horrible deeds. Eight hundred 
Armenians were killed in one cave, 
One group of men were tied togeth- 
er and then bayonetted. Another 
large company were taken to the 
hillside and used for machine gun 
practice. Several hundred were 
burned, and the heaps of grisly re- 
mains are to be seen to this day. 

Yet the allies have punished no- 
body for these crimes.

Aristide Briand, who is looked 
upon as a probable successor to M. 
Clemenceau, has already been six 
times premier of France. In. a 
country where meteoric careers are 
the rule, M. Briand’s rise to promi- 
nence was marked by its swiftness.

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| HEALTH TALKS |

LIVE DEPRIVATION. 


In recent work on the chemistry | 


of food and nutrition, Professor H. 
C. Sherman, of Columbia universi- 
tv, gives it as his opinion that the 
ordinary mixed diet of our citizens, 
at least the dwellers ig cities, is 
probably more often deficient in 
calcium than in any other chemi- 
cal element. 

Calcium (lime) constitutes per 
cent of the body weight, so a man 
weighing 150 pounds has or should 
have 3 pounds of lime in his chemi- 
cal constitution. This lime is con- 
tained largely in the hones, which 
includes 99 per cent of it, 

‘Man eliminates a certain amount 
of lime from his system in one way 
and another each day, and in order 
to maintain a normal reserve of the 
element in the body he must ingest 
a certain minimum quantity of lime 
in one form or another. The amount 
of lime required per diem to main- 
tain this reserve ig estimated by 
authorities. as about fifteen 

That amount would be ob- 
in about 1% pints of milk. 
Many other foods contain lime, but 
not in such ample quantities as 
milk. For instanee, the cereals, 
the roots and tubers, and various 
meats are rather poor in lime, and 
these are the foods on which Ameri- 
can people, especially gin towns, 
chiefly rely. 

An expectant mother, as well as 
a nursing mother, must consume at 
least a quart of fresh milk daily if 
she means to keep herself and her 


baby in the best of health, for there 
is a considerable demand on her 
lime reserve for the development of 
the baby’s bones and later for the 
secretion of milk, which {js rich in 
lime, 

A pint of milk

Kindly advise me what to do 
about nits in my hair. I have been 
using a drop or two of kerosene &il 
in the water when washing my hair.

ANSWER—Nits are the eggs ‘of 
lice and cannot be present unless 
lice have been or are still present 
in the hair. Saturate entire head 
of hair ance equal parts of kerosene 
and vine@ar, and wéar bathing cap 
or towel for three hours. Then 
shampoo. Repeat this every alter- 
nate day till no nits or lice remain. 
The nits may be best. removed by 
drawing strands of hair through a 
soft cloth which is wet each time 
with very warm vinegar.

Opponents of the refunding plan 
declared it would compe! congress 
to appropriae $363,355.000 by the 
end of the year to saouare the ac- 
counts of the railroad administra- 
tion, and Mr. Denison proposed a 
Fubstitute plan, which he said would 
decrense the amount needed to $171,- 
029,000. 

Under the Denison plan, it is pro- 
posed that $415,000,000 owed by the 
sovernment to the carriers as stand- 
ard return be set off against the 
debts due to the government by the 
roads. The pending Esch bill calls 
for only a partial immediate set-off. 
Proponents of the committee plan 
Which was understood to have been 
written into the measure after a bit- 
ter fightinthe interstate commerce 
committee, urged that proposal as a 
BgQuare deal to the railroads, which 
were charged with debts contracted 
without their consent during the 
period of government operation. 

Director General Hines, in his let- 
ter acdressed to Chairman Esch, of 
the interstate commerce commitee, 
described the bill's plan as an “un- 
duly liberal policy.” He asserted 
that the plan would provide work- 
ing capital, not needed by strong 
roads, while those most in need of 
financial aid would not receive it, 
The carriers, he also asserted, 
would not be encouraged to finace 
their needs from private sources. 
The director general added that 
congress sheuld definitely fix the 
interest rate to be charred against 
the funded indebtedness, pointing 
out that the bill might grant rates 
s0 low as to be “unjust” to the 
government, and suggested that the 
interest rate be fixed at 6 per cent.

BY POPE GREGORY

Gregory the Great, who founded it 
thirteen centuries ago on lines sim- 
ilar to those of the Schola Cantorum. 
Monks, secular clergy and boys were 
its original members, and it was 
employed exclusively in the old Ba- 
Silica that Constantine built over the 
tomb of St. Peter and on the scene 
of the early Christian martyrdoms. 

In these early days the choir 
served as a sort of preparatory 
school for the Sistine choir and so 
continued for several hundred years. 
There was, however, a break in this 
function, for in 1512, shortly after 
the re-building of St. Peter’s was 
begun, Pope Julius Il. issued an or- 
der restoring the Basilica choir to 
its old position as a training school 
or stepping stone to the papal sing- 
ers, His object was to make the 
Sistine choir indepenant of the for- 
eign singers who were so frequent- 
ly elected to it and of whose in- 
fluence he did not wholly approve. 

From that time onward the choir 
of St. Peter’s challenged compari- 
son with its sister organization. 
One great singer and musician aft- 
er another contributed to its fame 
and many of the most celebrated 
Italian composers occupied the of- 
fice of Maestro, including Pales- 
trina, who was at St. Peter’s sev- 
eral years before going to the Sis- 
tine chapel. While at the Basilica 
his amazing genius matured to the 
point of enabling him to present 
to the world the “Missa Marcelli,” 
a composition which revolutionized 
sacred music, turning it from over- 
elaboration into paths of noble sim- 
plicity and profound sincerity. 

Although the vatican’s musical 
authorities have for centuries trans- 
ferred both directors and singers 
from St. Peter’s choir to that of the 
Sistine chapel, the former organi- 
zation has always maintained a su- 
perbly briljiant level of equality. 
Most visitors to Rome make a point 
of hearing it at least once and mar- 
vel at the effect prduced in the over- 
powering vastness of a cathedral 
which covers 18,000 square yvyards— 
half as bie again as the Milan ca- 
thedral. twice the size of the massive 
nile of St. Paul's in London, and 
four times as large as St. Patrick’s, 
New York.

Government Food Store. 


The statement: was made at the

It is stated by a delegate that the 
movement to close the government 
store has been on foot for some time 
and that the. information received 
Wednesday said that the matter was 
coming to a head in Washington, 
with the probable result that the 
stere would be closed. 

It was also said that the opinion 
prevailed in Washington that the 
store was only benefiting rich peo- 
pie. Relative to the suggestion that 
the opening and closing hours of 
the government store be changed, it 
was stated by a number of the gov- 
ernment store force that the rules 
of the quartermaster’s department 
required the closing at 5 o'clock be- 
cause of the fact that government 
employees are allowed to work only 
eight hours.

Atlanta was keenly interested 
in developments in the stock 
market over Wednesday, and 
many hung over the tickers of 
the city throughout the day. 

The only ray of sunshine to 
light the general gloom was the 
fact that local bank clearings 
are showing a tremendous in- 
crease over the corresponding 
period of last year. Wednesday’s 
clearings were almost five mil- 
jion dollars in excess of the 
same day in 1918, and the tota) 
clearings reported so far this 
week are $59,000,374.25 for three 
days. This reflects the great vol- 
ume of business that is being 
transacted in this section.
